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Nine Die On 
Kentucky Roads 

Preliminary statistics* indicate that 
nine people died as the result of 
injuries sustained in seven motor 
vehicle-related crashes on Kentucky’s 
roadways from Monday, Nov. 4 
through Sunday, Nov. 10. 

One double-fatality, motor vehicle 
crash occurred in each of the 
following counties: Bath and 
Madison. One of the victims in the 
Bath Co. crash was not wearing a seat 
belt. 

One single-fatality, motor vehicle 
crash occurred in each of the 
following counties: Allen, Floyd, 
Green and Woodford. None of the 
victims were wearing seat belts. The 
crashes in Allen and Woodford 
counties involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

One pedestrian was killed in 
Jefferson County as the result of a 
crash that involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

Through Nov. 10, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 551 people 
have lost their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. This is 96 less 
than reported for this time period in 

2012. Of the 421 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 210 victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Forty-four of the 
70 motorcycle fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. The 10 ATV 
fatalities were not wearing helmets. 
Three bicycle riders have been killed. 
Forty-six pedestrians have been 
killed. One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has been 
reported. One person died when they 
jumped from a moving vehicle. A 
total of 123 fatalities have resulted 
from crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. As of Nov. 10, 
Kentucky has had 70 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported during 

2013. 

Citizens can contribute to highway 
safety by reporting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police toll-free at 
1-800-222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license number 
if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits for all local 
law enforcement agencies throughout 
the state to report any crashes and 
fatalities that may have occurred in 
their areas.

County Elections 
Begin To Take Shape

It’s been one week since the Adair County Clerk’s Office began 
allowing people to file for office in the 2014 election. With several 
positions up for grabs, including County Judge-Executive, Sheriff, 
Jailer, Attorney, Clerk, Property Valuation Administrator, Surveyor, 
and Coroner, as well as constable and magistrate positions, 28 
individuals have already filled out the necessary paperwork to 
appear on the ballot. 

Currently, the most competitive race appears to be that for Adair 
County Sheriff. Incumbent Democrat Harrison Moss doesn’t have 
any challengers so far within his own party, but three Republicans 
are all vying for the position. Chris Janes, Justin Claywell, and 
Joshua Brockman have all filed, and will compete against each 
other in the May 20 primary election for a chance to run against 
Moss - or another Democrat, if one files before the Jan. 28 
deadline and defeats Moss in the primary. 

A three-Republican race is developing for the retiring Sheila 
Blair’s position of County Clerk. Columbia Mayor Mark Harris, 
County Judge-Executive administrative asst. Lisa Greer, and real

Fiscal Court, Hospital 
District Discuss 
Future of Westlake

The November meeting of the Adair County Fiscal Court took 
place on Tuesday night in the Adair Courthouse Annex Basement. 
While the time and location were familiar, the nature of the meeting 
took a somewhat new turn, essentially morphing into an Adair 
County Hospital District board meeting for the first 40 minutes. 

Hospital District Board Chairman Craig Pyles and CEO Neal 
Gold were in attendance at the request of Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton who had been asked by magistrates of the Court for an 
opportunity to speak with members of the Board. 

Chairman Pyles began the discussion with a statement, telling the 
Court that the Board is still making progress and doing all they can 
to turn Westlake into a financially solvent entity and explaining the 
newly-issued Hospital Tax. 

“It was a necessary evil,” Pyles said. “Nobody wants a tax, but 
our goal is to get to a break even point, and that will help us do 
that.” 

“We’re trying to stay lean,” CEO Gold added. “We’re operating

Adair County Has Been Awarded Federal Funds Under 
The Emergency Food And Shelter National Board Program 


Honorable Ann Melton, Judge/Executive, announced recently 
that Adair County has been chosen to receive $7,810.00 to 
supplement emergency food and shelter programs in the county. 

The selection was made by a National Board that is chaired by 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency and consists of 
representatives from The Salvation Army; America Red Cross; 
United Jewish Communities; Catholic Charities, USA; National 
Council of the Churches of Christ in the USA; and, United Way of 
America. The Local Board was charged to distribute funds 
appropriated by Congress to help expand the capacity of food and 
shelter programs in high-need areas around the country. 



A Local Board chaired by Judge Melton will determine how the 
funds awarded to Adair County are to be distributed among the 
emergency food and shelter programs run by local service agencies 
in the area. The Local Board is responsible for recommending 
agencies to receive these funds and any additional funds available 
under this phase of the program. 

Under the terms of the grant from the National Board, local 
agencies chosen to receive the funds must: 1. Be private voluntary 
non-profits or units of government, 2. Have an accounting system, 
3. Practice non-discrimination, 4. Have demonstrated the capability 
to deliver emergency food and/or shelter programs, and 5. If they 
are a private voluntary organization, they must have a voluntary 
board. Qualifying agencies are urged to apply. 

Adair County has distributed Emergency Food and Shelter funds 
previously with Lake Cumberland Community Action Agency, Inc. 
participating as the local recipient organization. 

Public or private voluntary agencies interested in applying for 
Emergency Food and Shelter Program funds must contact the Adair

the way we need to without 
spending any extra money and 
bringing our services up to the 
level that everyone expects.” 

Magistrate Daryl Flatt 
served as the primary 
interrogator of the Board 
members, bringing forth 
questions his constituents had 
posed to him in order to 
provide them with accurate 
answers and to ease his own 
concerns about another 
disastrous situation similar to 
those created by previous 
Westlake administrations. 

“First, I want to thank you 
all for all the hard work you 
do,” Flatt began. “It’s been a 
tough year.” 

Flatt then asked about the 
implementation of the tax, 
brought about by a bank 
lawsuit. 

“The banks had the option to 
force the district to enforce the 
tax in order to make it solvent 
enough to make the payments,” 
Pyles explained. 

“If we’re using this tax 
money for operating expenses, 
then what do we use to pay off 
the debt,” Flatt queried, 
referring to the Board’s 
statement that tax revenue 
would be used as the Board 
determined. “Where does the 
money go?” 

Pyles explained that the 
money would be used as the 
Board deems necessary, and 
that ideally the money would 
be used to pay toward the debt, 
but admitting that they would 
most likely need it for 
operating expenses as well. 

“We could set it aside and 
say we didn’t spend any of the 
tax money, but it’s all sitting in 
the same bank account, so 
yeah, we’ll probably dip into 
it,” Pyles said. 

“So is there a debt limit, or 
are we prepared to just keep 
losing,” Flatt continued. 

“We don’t have a resolution 
passed on that,” Pyles 
answered. “But we’re not 
going to waste this money. If it 
has to close, we’ll close it, but 
we feel like we’re close [to 
breaking even]. What I’m not 
going to do is come to you all 
and ask for more money.” 

“The hospital is going to be 
what the people of the 
community make it,” Pyles 
reiterated. 

Magistrate Sammy Baked 
chimed in, voicing his support 
for the current administration. 

“This Board has my upmost 
confidence,” he said. “If this 
thing can be settled, I think 
these fellas can do it. They’ve 
stood up to outside factions, 
made tough cut after tough cut, 
and I just have full confidence 
in them.” 

Magistrate Flatt agreed 
wholeheartedly, again 

explaining that he was looking 
for answers to the tough 
questions and concerns brought 
to him by citizens of the 
county. 

“We ask ourselves these 
same questions,” Gold said. 
“We do everything we can to 
be profitable and operate 
completely free of the tax 
money.” 

Flatt pressed, noting that the 
Court had heard during the 
administration of Spectrum 
Health Partners that “in six 
more months we’re going to be 
making money.” 

“We’re not paying people 
huge salaries to keep telling us 
we’re about to be making 
money,” Baker pointed out. 

“You definitely have cheap 
help,” Gold, who works for 
free, added with a laugh. 

Flatt asked for data on where 


the tax money is being spent, 
and Baker agreed that it would 
be best to be as transparent as 
possible. 

“It’s open, but simple,” 
Pyles explained, telling the 
Court if they would like a 
timeline, to just set one and the 
Board would oblige. “This is 
grandma-grandpa economics 
of how much money have you 
got in the bank? That’s the 
question that matters.” 

Magistrate Billy Rowe said 
that he didn’t believe a 
timeline was needed. 

“These guys are smart 
enough to figure it out,” he 
said. “I don’t want to set some 
timeline and end up giving 
away the hospital.” 

Gold and Pyles informed the 
Court that the most profitable 
part of the year was coming up, 
and that they’re expecting 
asurplus here in the next few 
days. Pyles mentioned that he 
expected the next 90 days or so 
would tell a lot about the future 
viability of Westlake. 

“It’s money time,” he said 
bluntly. 

In other news at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the Court: 

• Approved the hiring of 


a road employee, placing 
Phillip Cowan on full-time 
beginning the next day, 
Wednesday, Nov. 13. 

• Heard a Sheriff’s 
Report from Harrison Moss, 
who informed the court that a 
record 112 warrants of arrest 
were filed last month. Moss 
also provided the Court with an 
update about his request for 
new police cruisers, saying that 
he expected soon-coming 
excess tax fees to be enough to 
purchase a new one. 

• Approved a resolution 
for the 2013 Community 
Development Block Grant for 
a sewer project. 

• Approved a resolution 
in support of trying to keep 
mineral severance tax money. 

• Re-appointed two 
Adair County Extension Board 
members, Debbie Cowan and 
Mary Knight, for another two 
years. 

• Approved the Road 
Report, changing speed limits 
on Lookout Rd. (20 MPH), 
Brock Burris Rd. (25 MPH), 
and Keltnertown Rd. (30 
MPH) and creating a private 
passageway, John’s Cabin Dr., 
off of R. Beard Rd.

LWC To Present 
‘Pippin’ Nov. 20-22 
And Nov. 24th 

The Lindsey Wilson College Theatre Program will present 
the award-winning musical Pippin Nov. 20-22 and Nov. 24 in 
V.P. Henry Auditorium. The play is directed by Lindsey Wilson 
College Assistant Professor of Theatre Robert Brock. 

Pippin is the story of a young man, Pippin, and his father, 
Charlemagne — both real-life figures from the Middle Ages. But 
that’s where the story’s similarity to history ends. The musical - 
- which was written by Stephen Schwartz, who also wrote 
Godspell and Wicked — is about Pippin’s search for meaning in 
a seemingly dispirited world. 

The play — which opened on Broadway in 1973 and was 
revived earlier this year — has won four Tony Awards. 

Brock — who directed Godspell in 2012 at LWC — says

“Pippin is about life in the theater. It’s about magic of theater, 
the magic of illusion, the magic an actor has to bring an 
audience along on a story,” Brock said. “And in that story, in 
the story of Pippin, the character of Pippin ... sets out to find his 
own way.” 

As part of cast members’ preparation for the LWC 
production, they attended a performance of the revival on 
Broadway and also had a workshop with a cast member from 
the revival. 

“They learned how intense those people work, how good they 
are at what they do, and how much they train,” Brock said. 

LWC student Jeremy Cloyd of Tompkinsville, Ky., who plays 
Pippin said that Pippin especially appeals to young people 
because the musical’s story is about self-discovery. 

“I like Pippin because it relates to who I am and who were 
are as a college student,” Cloyd said. “You don’t go into Pippin 
and read through Pippin and get to do Pippin without seeing 
this journey to find fulfillment — this journey that we all go on. 
... You see Pippin get scared, and you see Pippin get anxious 
and nervous, and then you see him get real excited and fall back 
down on his face.” 

Brenna Murray of Russell Springs, Ky., plays the Leading 
Player - the character in the troupe who helps guide Pippin on 
his journey. Brenna says she has learned a lot of life lessons 
from working on the show. 

“Finding what’s right within your heart ... is kind of a big 
lesson that I’ve learned,” she said. “Do what you feel is right, 
maybe not so much what other people are telling you.”

When 

To sign up for the project, youth and parents must complete the 
Country Ham Project Agreement and pay the $55.00 fee. Starting 
sometime in January, youth will meet to start curing their hams. 
This year will be cure them in the Adair County 4-H Ham House. 
Youth will also have to attend regular meetings to complete the 
required six hours of trainings to learn about hams and the curing 
process. In August, the ham will be taken to the Kentucky State Fair 
to be judged and youth will give a speech. 

After the Hams are Cured 

Youth are required to give a presentation on any aspect of the 
project such as nutrition or value added. In addition, the processors 
evaluate ham on such factors as leanness, shape, appearance, and 
aroma. The combined presentation and judging scores determine 
the overall winner. This takes place during the Kentucky State Fair. 

Benefits 

Youth develop valuable technical merit, communications, 
research and organizational skills from the 

presentations. Persistence and responsibility are among the traits 
4-H members develop during the nine months they cure hams at the 
processing plant. Youth also learn to appreciate the importance of 
value added to a raw commodity. And, there’s a financial benefit. 
All participants also receive a State Fair premium. 

Cost 

Participants pay a $55.00 fee This year each youth will be able to 
keep both hams or keep one of the hams and the second ham will be 
auctioned off at an event. The livestock club will get 10% of the 
sale to use with the club and 10% will go to the Ham Scholarship. 
Auction money will be divided equally between the members who 
participate in the ham project. 

Failure to complete the project will results in forfeiture of the 2 
hams and the $55.00 fee. 

The deadline to sign up for the Country Ham project is December 
2,2013. 

Adair County is limited to 20 participants, so this will be a first 
come - first served sign up. Applications can be picked up at the 
Adair County Cooperative Extension Service located at 409 
Fairground Street.

“Hopefully you haven’t,” Granny answered. 
“Tobacco isn’t a food; it’s a plant that is used to make 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, chewing tobacco and pipe 
tobacco.” 

“Our parents say that smoking is a terrible addiction 
and that we should always stay away from it,” Chloe 
said. 

“And they’re correct,” Granny replied, “but raising 
tobacco isn’t just about smoking. It’s a major 
Kentucky cash crop. Kentucky farmers have grown 
tobacco for more than 200 years. Our state produces 
hundreds of millions of pounds of tobacco each year, 
second only to North Carolina. There are three types 
of tobacco grown in Kentucky: dark fire-cured, dark 
air-cured and hurley. Western Kentucky is known for 
dark fire- and dark air-cured tobacco, while hurley 
tobacco is grown in 110 of 120 counties. Lexington is 
the world’s largest hurley market. Each year, Kentucky 
produces 262.5 million pounds of hurley tobacco. In 
all, Kentucky brings in about $300 million from 
tobacco.” 

“You’re smart, Granny,” I told her. 

“My daddy grew tobacco,” Granny said. “He 
worked day and night and used the money to support 
our entire family and pay our bills. My brother’s a 
tobacco farmer too. It paid for his children to go to 
college.” 

“That’s great,” Chloe said, “but if tobacco is bad for 
people, why do farmers grow it?” 

“Supply and demand,” Pa said, then began to 
explain. “Let’s say that you doggies love animal 
crackers.” 

“We do! We do!” we exclaimed. 

“Let’s say the store only has 10 boxes of animal 
crackers but 30 people go to the store to buy them. 
What do you think the store is going to do?” 


“They better get more,” I responded. 

“The store tried, but the people who make animal 
crackers don’t have more made,” Pa said. 

“Well, they better make some more animal crackers 
or they will lose money,” my smart sister replied. 

“That’s supply and demand,” Pa said. “There is a 
demand for animal crackers, so the company needs to 
supply them to meet that demand.” 

I was thinking how Pa’s example made perfect sense 
when he said, “Let’s go one step further. Let’s pretend 
you love animal crackers so much that you eat way too 
many of them. You eat them for breakfast, dinner, 
supper and all the snacks in between. You get a terrible 
bellyache, have to see the doctor and have to stay in 
bed for a week. Should the company quit making 
animal crackers because you got sick?” 

“No,” Chloe quickly responded. “Not everyone who 
ate them got sick.” 

“Yeah,” I chimed in. “Besides, some people don’t 
care if others got sick. They’ll eat them anyway.” 

“Exactly,” Pa said. “It’s a fact that tobacco is 
harmful, but not everyone will get sick, and some 
don’t care. Their demand is tobacco, and due to the 
type of soil and land, Kentucky farmers can supply it, 
so they do. And it isn’t easy work. It takes about 150 
to 200 hours of labor for each acre of tobacco. Some 
farmers may plant 100 acres, so you can imagine how 
much time it takes. Add in how much time they spend 
worrying about the weather and their crop, and 
tobacco farming is very time-consuming. Sadly, 
farmers can work their fingers to the bone and lose the 
entire crop to bad weather or disease. Or, they might 
take it to the market and get a very low price. And that 
might be their only income for the entire year.” 

“Unbelievable,” I said. And while I still knew 
smoking was harmful and I would be staying away 
from it at all cost, I had a new appreciation for our 
tobacco farmers. 

“Uh, Pa,” I said, “remember what you said about 
animal crackers?” 

“Yes,” he said. 

“That was just an example, right? They aren’t really 
going to quit making animal crackers, are they?”

District Loss Ends Indians’ Season 


After battling through an injury plagued regular season that saw 
key contributors miss time on both sides of the ball, the Adair 
County Football Team made the exhausting trek to Paducah to take 
on Paducah Tilghman High School in the first round of the KHSAA 
Class AAA Playoffs. Despite a valiant effort from the shorthanded 
Tribe, Adair fell to the Tornados 41-7, concluding their 2013 
campaign. 

With injuries along both lines, as well as at linebacker, receiver 
and tailback, and with senior signal caller Jake Hixson having 
missed time due to injury as well, the Indians limped into the 
contest with the larger and faster Tornadoes. To complicate matters, 
starting linebacker and defensive spark plug Austin Horton was 
injured in practice leading up to the game, and workhorse tailback 


Jason Miller was injured during the game itself, leaving in the 
second quarter. 

Undermanned and unable to utilize their full playbook or 
gameplan, the Indians could muster just one score, a fourth quarter 
touchdown run by Jake Hixson on a drive that relied heavily on the 
QB keeper. By that point, the margin was well out of reach. 

The loss dropped Adair’s final record to 4-7, a respectable mark 
given the adversity faced by the team this season. With the end of 
the season also comes the end of a high school football career for 
10 Indian seniors. 

“They helped turn this program around,” said Head Coach Travis 
Gay. “They were only the fourth class in school history to have 
back-to-back playoff appearances.”

This is an article that I’m surprised I 
need to write. Well, more accurately, 

I’m surprised it’s an article that I can 
write and not have it sound foolish. I 
know this is a newspaper, and my job is 
to cover events and bring those stories 
to you folks, but here’s a bit of 
information that isn’t news at all: 

Kentucky is a basketball-crazed state. 

Whether you bleed Kentucky Blue, 
live-and-die with the Louisville Cardinals, support the Western 
Kentucky Hilltoppers or hitch your wagon to other in-state 
programs like Eastern, Murray, Morehead, Bellarmine, Transy, 
Centre, NKU, Lindsey Wilson or Campbellsville, the Bluegrass 
state is rivaled only by states like Indiana or North Carolina for 
their love of roundball. In fact, I’m willing to wager that last 
sentence made your blood boil a bit. After all, no one loves hoops 
like we Kentuckians, right? Point proven. 

Why then, is the greatest level of basketball on the planet not 
more well-received here? We pack elementary schools, churches 
and rec centers on Saturday mornings and week nights for Little 
League games, hoot and holler like madmen over middle school 
competitions, and turn out in droves to support our various local 
high school squads. All of that, of course, is on top of our 
completely unparalleled love for the college game. 

But the NBA is a different story. A few of you reading this may 
follow The Association, but by-and-large, my experience has been 
that Kentuckians simply have no interest in professional basketball. 
A casual conversation among strangers can quickly turn to the Cats 
or Cards in any location from church to the mall, but a remark 
about the Knicks or Lakers or Celtics or Heat would likely receive 
an odd stare and no discussion. If anything, the person would likely 
tell you they’re “just not into pro ball,” or some similar comment. 

I’ve heard the reasons. Everyone from family members and 
friends to coworkers and twitter followers have chimed in, telling 
me how the NBA players don’t care about the game, or that it’s too 
much one-on-one, or that the teams don’t play defense. While 
everyone is obviously entitled to their own opinion, I do have to 
question what NBA games they have been watching. 

The games I watch have far more teamwork on both ends of the 
floor. The pick-and-roll game, swinging and reversing of the ball, 
cuts from the perimeter and passing in transition are all far superior 
in the NBA. On defense, the communication, rotation, help defense 
and both perimeter and interior man-to-man far exceed the often 
zone-heavy college game. 

As for effort and player investment, I must again defend the 
NBA. These are professionals. This is their livelihood. These are 
men who have worked their entire lives to achieve this dream, and 
who are constantly defending their position against a hungry and 
talented player attempting to take it and achieve their own dream. 
These men see each other more than they see their families, and the 
friendship that is undoubtedly formed makes it difficult to believe 
that they simply don’t care. The level of competition reflects that. 

Speaking of competition, the talent, ability and athleticism in the 
NBA is off the charts. These players are completely ridiculous and 
seem almost superhuman. Check TNT on Thursday night. There are 
two games, one starting at 7 p.m., and the other beginning after the 
first game, but somewhere in the neighborhood of nine o’clock. 
Watch either or both of those games, and count how many times 
you exclaim ‘wow!’ or have your jaw drop. As someone who loves 
basketball, I fail to see how that product doesn’t have you glued to 
the television. 

Look, I understand that we don’t have a professional team in the 
state. The closest teams are either the Indiana Pacers or the 
Memphis Grizzlies. We don’t have a franchise that runs through our 
veins, and it makes complete sense why folks aren’t born with that 
love of a team. 

I’m no different. I’ve said before that if you gave me the choice 
between a UK title or the Lakers never winning another game, I’d 
take my Cats 100-percent of the time. Those college programs are 
part of who we are as a people in this state. But that love for those 
programs equates to a love of the game, and there is no better 
version of the game of basketball than the NBA. 

I know some of you probably used to watch it. I know some of 
you have tried to give it a shot, but hear me out. As a fan of 
basketball, give the NBA a real chance this season. The league is as 
good as it has been in a long time. There are young superstars like 
LeBron James and Kevin Durant. There are grizzled veterans like 
Kobe Bryant and Kevin Garnett. There are even former Kentucky 
standouts like Anthony Davis, John Wall, Eric Bledsoe, DeMarcus 
Cousins and others that are leading their respective franchises now 
if your UK fanhood is that strong.
